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FSC  gets  set  to  face  the  music

Fitchburg  State  College  will  be  the 
site  of  a  multimedia  show  on  the  histo- 
ry of  rock  music,  to  be  held  April  13  at 
8  p.m.  in  the  M&M  Lounge. 

The  show  is  the  first  segment  of  a 
four-lecture  series  presented  by  musi- 
cian, historian  and  writer  Barry  Drake. 
The  multimedia  format  allows  audi- 
ence members  to  hear  the  music,  see 
the  videos  and  hear  Drake  discuss  it. 

Drake,  a  nationally  recognized 
expert  on  rock  and  roll  music,  has  been 
awarded  the  title  Lecturer  of  the  Year 
for  the  past  two  years  by  the  National 
Association  of  Campus  Activities. 

A  graduate  of  Manhattan  College, 
his  rock  and  roll  lectures  have  been 
voted  among  the  Top  10  on  college 
campuses,  according  to  a  New  York 
Times  poll. 


His  talk  at  FSC  will  focus  on  "The 
'60s:  When  Music  Mattered." 

Bridging  the  gap  between  Motown 
and  the  British  Invasion,  this  lecture 
will  talk  about  the  political  and  civil 
unrest  that  both  influenced  and  was 
influenced  by  the  music  of  that  era. 

Jimi  Hendrix,  The  Supremes,  The 
Beach  Boys,  The  Rolling  Stones  and 
the  Monkees  are  just  a  few  names  of 
groups  that  will  be  included  in  this  lec- 
ture. 

Drake  has  lectured  on  other  eras  of 
rock  and  roll  in  presentations  on  other 
campuses. 

His  series  on  the  1970s  focuses  on 
exactly  what  happened  and  what  went 
wrong  during  what  has  been  described 
as  the  most  misunderstood  and  criti- 
cized period  in  rock  and  roll  history. 

Stevie  Wonder,  The  Sex  Pistols,  Led 


Zeppelin,  David  Bowie,  Bruce 
Springsteen,  Pink  Floyd  and  the  Village 
People  have  been  discussed  as  part  of 
this  segment. 

Another  lecture  deals  with  the  time 
after  the  '70s,  when  many  people  were 
left  feeling  very  lethargic  about  rock, 
and  believed  the  music  needed  revamp- 
ing. That  revamping  was  accomplished 
with  the  help  of  MTV,  heralding  the 
video  age  of  rock  music. 

Artists  like  Madonna,  who  cultivat- 
ed the  music  video  to  shape  her  career, 
and  Michael  Jackson,  who  helped  to 
make  it  the  art  form  it  is  today,  are  men- 
tioned by  Drake  as  examples  of  this. 

Drake's  final  lecture  in  the  series, 
"The  80s  Rock:  Music  in  the  Video 
Age,"  is  an  interactive  demonstration, 
featuring  hundreds  of  slides,  videos  and 
artist  interviews.

It's  a  quiet  Tuesday  afternoon  on 
Main  Street  in  downtown  Fitchburg, 
where  automobile  traffic  is  heavy  and 
pedestrian  traffic  is  fairly  light.  A  few 
shoppers  are  out;  two  middle-aged 
women  look  for  new  styles  in  Shacks,  a 
clothing  store,  while  a  bit  further  down 
the  road,  a  young  couple  is  looking  at 
engagement  rings  at  Elliott's  Jewelers. 
But  Fitchburg  is  a  college  town; 
where  are  the  students? 

"I  rarely  go  downtown  because  it  has

nothing  to  offer.  It's  pretty  boring,  " 
said  Kim  Valois  of  Lunenburg,  a  sopho- 
more at  Fitchburg  State  College. 

Another  sophomore,  Keri  Levesque 
of  Taunton,  agreed.  "The  only  business 
that  is  frequently  traveled  is  The  Cellar. 
People  would  come  downtown  if  they 
were  given  a  reason  to,"  Lev  esque  said. 

With  improved  lighting  and  recent 
cleanups,  North  Street  offers  a  safe 
walk  of  less  than  five  minutes  to  the 
downtown  business  area.  And  students 
say  they  would  take  that  walk  if  there 
was  something  to  walk  to,  such  as 
clothing  stores  geared  to  young  people, 
record  stores,  or  an  1 8-plus  dance  club. 
Ted  Brovitz,  the  director  of 
Fitchburg  by  Design,  which  is  the  com- 
pany responsible  for  the  North  Street 
revitalization  project,  hopes  that  stu- 
dents will  soon  want  to  stroll  down- 
town. 

"Fitchburg  by  Design  is  trying  to  get 
new  businesses  downtown.  We  are 
looking  to  bring  in  new  food  and  enter- 
tainment establishments,"  said  Brovitz. 
adding,  "We  began  this  process  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  with  the  arrival  of  the 
restaurant  My  Sister's  Place  and  a  cof- 
fee shop  called  Mocha  Alley." 

With  4,000  full-time  undergraduate 
students  on  campus.  FSC's  sheer  size 
makes  it  a  huge  source  of  potential  rev- 
enue for  local  businesses.  Considering 
students  have  to  hike  to  Searstown  Mall 
in  Leominster  to  shop,  or  find  a  local 
shopping  plaza,  downtown  retail  busi- 


nesses geared  towards  young  people 
would  boost  Main  Street's  economy. 

Students,  however,  may  have  to  wait 
for  this  dream  to  become  reality. 

Brovitz  said,  "We  have  been  trying 
to  get  new  retail  stores  downtown,  but 
haven't  had  any  luck.  For  retail  busi- 
nesses to  be  successful,  stores  have  to 
be  clustered  so  that  they  feed  off  of 
each  other.  Main  Street's  retail  stores 
are  spread  out,  which  presents  a  prob- 
lem, the  other  is  it's  one  way  traffic." 

Students  say  they  have  the  money 
and  would  shop  downtown  if  Main 
Street  brought  in  businesses  to  attract 
them  there. 

"Everybody  thinks  that  students 
have  no  money,  but  that  doesn't  mean 
they  don't  shop,"  said  Shannon  Hunt  of 
Shrewsbury,  a  sophomore  at  FSC. 
"When  they  need  clothes,"  she  said, 
"they  have  to  catch  a  ride  to  the 
Searstown  Mall.  For  school  supplies, 
they  have  to  go  to  Staples  in 
Leominster.  The  convenience  of  down- 
town shopping  would  be  much  appreci- 
ated by  the  students.  Students  don't 
have  a  lot  of  time  and  it's  aggravating 
and  inconvenient  to  go  out  of  your  way 
for  something  you  could  buy  right 
down  the  street,"  she  said. 

Lauren  D'Annolfo  of  Shirley,  NY,  an 
FSC  junior,  said  the  law  offices,  florists 
and  photography  shops  and  other  Main 
Street  businesses  have  little  to  offer  her, 
but  she  wishes  there  could  be  more 
available. 

"The  only  reason  I  go  downtown  is 
to  use  the  ATM,  "  D'Annolfo  said. 
"They  need  to  liven  it  up  a  bit. 
Students  have  to  go  to  Worcester  or 
Boston  to  dance  at  a  club.  If  you  bring 
it  to  Main  Street,  they  will  come." 

As  it  stands,  inexpensive  restaurants, 
coffee  shops,  and  retail  stores  seem  to 
have  the  best  potential  for  attracting 
college  students.  My  Sister's  Place, 
Fitchburg  Jade  and  Mei  Mei  Chinese 
Restaurant  buy  ads  in  campus  program 
books,  and  their  menus  are  circulated 
in  residence  halls.  Store  24  and  Dunkin 
Donuts  are  popular,  too,  because  they 
are  open  all  night. 

Other  Main  Street  restaurants  could 
only  benefit  from  increased  student 
traffic  downtown.  Take  for  instance, 
Expresso  Pizza,  a  historical  landmark 


downtown,  yet  rarely  traveled  by  FSC 
students. 

"Students  from  the  college  seldom 
come  here,"  said  John  Christian,  the 
manager  of  Expresso  Pizza.  "The  prob- 
lem is  getting  the  students  downtown. 
There  isn't  much  here  for  them.  It's 
frustrating  because  if  they  came  once, 
they  would  probably  be  back,"  he  said. 

Another  business  feeling  the  pinch 
of  light  student  traffic  is  The  Mocha 
Alley,  a  coffee  shop  offering  a  laid- 
back  atmosphere  and  a  perfect  get  away 
from  the  stresses  of  college  life. 

"Students  from  the  college  have  yet 
to  discover  this  place.  A  fair  amount  of 
students  truck  here,  but  it's  usually  the 
regulars,"  said  Lance  Dellogono,  owner 
of  The  Mocha  Alley. 

Students  will  hike  downtown  for  a 
reason.  Whether  it  be  good  food,  or  a 
change  in  the  atmosphere,  Dellogono 
hopes  to  attract  students  to  his  business. 


He  said,  "I'm  looking  into  having  poet- 
ry and  book  readings,  art  shows,  and 
with  the  presentation  of  a  college  ID,  a 
percentage  off  the  bill." 

The  verdict  is  in.  Students  will  stroll 
downtown  when  Main  Street  brings  in 
businesses  to  draw  them  there.  Many 
students,  as  well  as  downtown  busi- 
nesses hope  that  change  comes  sooner 
than  later. 

"I  have  two  more  years  at  FSC.  I'd 
like  to  see  some  changes  downtown." 
said  D'Annolfo.

I  was  very  disappointed  with 
NATO's  decision  to  bomb  Kosovo  and 
the  United  States'  involvement  in  this 
decision,  so  I  decided  write  to  my  state 
representatives. 

I  want  to  encourage  any  other  con- 
cerned student  to  take  the  initiative  and 
voice  those  con- 
cerns (whether  or 
not  those  concerns 
are  the  same  as 
mine). 

Here  is  a  copy  of 
the  letter  that  I  sent 
to  them  (via  e- 
mail). 

Dear  (Senator  Kerry/Kennedy, 
Representative  McGovern):

Eddie  from  Ohio  performs  in  Shirley

Usually  performers  are  booked  well 
in  advance,  but  three  weeks  ago,  the 
Saturday  show  at  the  Bull  Run  in 
Shirley,  was  not.  The  featured  act  was 
Eddie  from  Ohio.  Despite  the  short 
notice,  the  band's  fans  turned  out  in 
force  and  EFO  gave  a  fantastic  perfor- 
mance. 

EFO  is  a  quartet  of  fresh  unpre- 
tentious musicians  who  knew  each 
other  long  before  they  started  the  band. 
Robbie  Schaefer  is  on  guitar  and 
vocals;  Michael  Clem  on  guitar,  bass, 
harp  and  vocals — he  and  Schaefer  have 
been  friends  since  fifth  grade.  Julie 
Murphy  Wells,  vocalist  with  a  terrific 
voice,  was  a  high  school  friend.  Eddie 
Hartness  on  percussion  and  vocals  was 
in  college  with  Schaefer  and  Clem. 

Part  of  the  band's  charm  (and  it  has 
plenty  of  it)  probably  comes  from  the 
fact  the  members  are  friends  and  enjoy 
what  they  are  doing.  Schaefer  said, 
"'We're  (having  fun).     We've  never 


understood  bands  that  do  not  look  like 
(they're  having  fun).  What's  there  not 
to  be  happy  about?  We're  playing 
music  for  a  living,  for  God's  sake.  We 
feel  very  fortunate  to  be  doing  what 
we're  doing." 

No  label  can  really  define  the  band. 
It  could  most  easily  be  called  an 
acoustic,  folk,  pop-rock  sort  of  band, 
but  that  does  not  do  it  justice.  Eddie 
from  Ohio  has  created  its  own  unique 
sound  with  witty  intellectual  lyrics,  fine 
musicianship  and  lots  of  positive  ener- 
gy- 
Many  of  the  band's  songs  have  a 
quirky  sense  of  humor — provided 
through  the  writing  of  Schaefer  and 
Clem — which  is  personified  by  their  on 
stage  antics.  Spontaneous  and  fun, 
fresh  and  energetic — that  is  Eddie  from 
Ohio. 

EFO  creates  a  tapestry  of  harmo- 
nious sound.  Songs  such  as  "Do  Not 
Think  I  Know  Me"  and  "You  and  Me  in 
a  Rowboat  to  Rio"  feature  the  incredi- 
ble voice  of  Murphy  Wells — far  and 


away  one  of  the  best  female  vocalists 
around.  Gospels  such  as  "Walkin'  in 
Jerusalem"  and  "Operator"  are  awe- 
inspiring  with  the  blending  of  all  four 
voices.  The  vocals  are  tremendous. 

Several  songs  feature  lengthy  drum 
solos  by  the  band's  incredible  percus- 
sionist Hartness.  (Hartness  is  the  man 
who  put  the  "Eddie"  in  Eddie  from 
Ohio — and  he's  not  from  Ohio — all  the 
musicians  are  from  Virginia).  Playing 
the  congas,  bongos,  and  even 
Schaefer' s  guitar,  Hartness  performs 
unbelievable  feats  of  beat! 

The  band  has  a  tremendous  syner- 
gy; the  whole  is  more  than  a  collection 
of  its  parts.  When  it  is  on  stage,  some- 
thing just  clicks — it  rocks  and  you  rock. 
The  band  has  been  together  for  eight 
years,  and  has  produced  five  CDs.  The 
sixth  CD,  "Looking  Out  the  Fish  Bowl" 
is  expected  out  in  early  May. 

Eddie  from  Ohio  is  a  true  grassroots 
band.  The  members  are  independent 
and  intend  to  stay  that  way,  producing 
their  own  CDs  and  newsletters,  and  tak-

Adams  obviously  had  a 
firm  grasp  on  the  meanings  placed 
behind  the  meals  in  this  inventive 
play. 

"Dining"  offers  many  of  the  audi-

like. 

The  first  couple  to 
grace  the  stage  is  Eric 
Mello  and  Rebecca 
Gill,  who  play  a  hus- 
band and  wife  team  just 
starting  out  in  the 
restaurant  business. 
Gill,  who  plays  Ellen 
the  chef,  strives  for  per- 
fection and  to  keep  her 


husband  Cal  the  lawyer  turned  wait- 
er, played  by  Mello,  from  eating 
them  out  of  business. 

The  chemistry  between  Mello 
and  Gill  is  passionate  and  sweet, 
they  both  have  a  terrific  understand- 
ing of  their  characters  and  put  a  lot 
feeling  into  their  performances.  Gill 
is  wonderfully  touching  as  she  begs 
her  husban  to  cherish  her  hard  work, 
and  herself.  Mello  is  superb  in  his 
timing  and  delivery,  he  can  be  off 
the  wall  funny  and  suddenly  turn 
serious  when  he  notices  Ellen  is 
upset.
